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Timely Tidbits ... 


Permit Application 


Judged Incomplete 

The Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ) re- 
cently informed Environmental 
Disposal Systems, Inc., that the 
company's permit application for 
a hazardous wastewater treat- 
ment, storage, and deepwell dis- 
posal facility, to be located on its 
Citrin Drive property, has been 
rejected because it was "adminis- 
tratively incomplete.” 

The DEQ letter further noted 
that, "To pursue the construction 
permit further, Environmental Dis- 
posal Systems, Inc. (EDS) must 
submit either replacement pages 
Or anew application to address all 
of the administrative complete- 
ness deficiencies." 

Among those deficiencies 
noted were: 

° the lack of final federal UIC 
(Underground Injection Con- 
trol) Program permits (the EDS 
application contained only draft 
UIC permits); 

e information which may have 
been contained somewhere in 
the application, but was not 
present in the referenced sec- 
tions that must function as 
stand-alone documents; and 

¢ superfluous information which 
the DEQ requested EDS to 
remove from its next applica- 
tion out of courtesy to both 
agency and public reviewers. 

According to Steven Sliver, 
an-environmental engineer forthe 
DEQ's Waste Management Divi- 
sion, the rejection of an initial per- 
mit application is routine. 

"In the past 10 years, | can't 
recalla single application that was 
accepted on its first submission," 
he explained. "The complexity of 
the application makes it almost 
impossible to dot every 'i'andcross 
every ‘'t' the first time.” 

EDS vice-president Austin 
Marshall said that the company 
may be ready to resubmitits appli- 
cation in as few as 30 to 60 days. 
"We look forward to responding to 
the State's requests, and to mov- 
ing ahead with the permitting pro- 
cess," he said. 0 
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4-year-term Question Sparks Controversy

A couple of local citizens who favor 
amending the Romulus City Charter to 
extend the terms of the City's elected 
Officials from two to four years sparked 
a lengthy and sometimes heated dis- 
cussion among City Council members 
at their February 3 meeting. 

When Dawn Smith and Debbie 
Chase of Romulus appeared before the 
Council last Monday, they presented 
petitions bearing an unspecified num- 
ber of signatures from registered voters 
who would like Council to place the 
term-length question on an upcoming 
election ballot and put it to a public vote. 

In support of the petitioners’ re- 
quest, Smith cited:

e the fact that many of the cities in our 
area have already established four- 
year terms for their elected officials 
(as have all townships, due to a 
State mandate); 

e herbelief that too muchtime is spent 
on campaigning under a two-year 
system; 

e theexpense thatthe City incurs each 
time an election is held; and 

° a theory that extended terms make 
government more effective because 
the resulting increase in job stability 
makes it easierto attract key people. 

But Smith maintained that the most 

important reason for putting the pro- 

posed Charter amendment on a ballot 
was to put the decision in the hands of 
the City's voters. 

First to address the petitioners was 
Councilman Michael Prybyla, who — 
after reminding his colleagues that he 
was not asking them to decide the term- 
length issue itself — said that he'd like to 
"see to it that citizens have a chance to 
vote on this,” and made a motion to 
place the proposed amendment on an 
upcoming ballot. Following a second 
from Councilman William Crova, dis- 
cussion ensued. 

Said Councilman William Wads- 
worth, "| personally would like to see 
terms be extended from two to four 
years, but, in my first 12 years here [on 
City Council], the people of this town 
toldus onthree separate occasions that 
they weren't in favor of [longer terms]." 

Wadsworth proposed an alterna- 
tive to placing the single issue of four- 
year terms on the ballot: "| think that we

definitely need to revisit the Charter — | 
think there's numerous things in the 
Charter that need to be looked over... 
and one of those things obviously is the 
terms that we do serve .. . [but] to put 
this one item on the ballot is just self- 
serving for us up here... . 

"[So] What | would like to see is this 
Council come up with a Charter Review 
Board, and let the people take that 
document that we've used for the past 
28 years, and start on page one and go 
all the way to [the end] . . . and look at 
many things .. ." 

Council Chairman Randolph Gear 
was vocal in his support of Wadsworth's 
proposal, adding his own feelings about

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Resolution Smacks of Paranoia

Not long ago, Environmental Dis- 
posal Systems, Inc. (EDS) negotiated a 
"community agreement" with the Envi- 
ronmental Concerns Association, a citi- 
zens' group comprised of people who 
reside near the company's proposed 
well site on Citrin Drive. The purpose of 
the agreement —which was nofto grant 
EDS authority to operate a well, but to 
provide for a variety of extra safety 
measures /f the government ever 
granted EDS an operating permit—was 
plainly spelled out in the document, 
which was later forwarded to the Michi- 
gan Department of Environmental Qual- 
ity (DEQ) for inclusion in EDS' permit 

~ application file.” 

Yet on Monday, January 27, at the 
regular meeting of the Romulus City 
Council, six of its sevenmembers (Coun- 
cilman Jimmie Raspberry was the only 
exception) passed Resolution 97-043, 
which stated: "Motion by Romak, sup- 
ported by Crova to send a communica- 
tion to the DEQ that no committee in- 
cluding Environmental Concerns Asso- 
ciation (E.C.A.) or any other group has 
authorization to represent the City of 
Romulus. Further, the majority of the 
Romulus City Council is the only au- 
thority that represents the City of Romu- 
lus. Finally, to request that this resolu- 
tion be placed on file in the application 


request and all further permitting re- 


quests from Environmental Disposal 
Systems, Inc. for deep wells." 

DUH! 

You don't need a degree in political 
science to know that unauthorized citi- 
zens' groups never have the authority 
to make a legally binding agreement on 
behalf of any government body. And 
since the ECAhas never misrepresented 
itself as speaking for the City of Romu- 
lus or any other government agency, it's 
hard to see a rational reason for the 
Council's drastic reaction — especially 
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since (as Mr. Jim Rarey pointed out at 
the February 3 Council meeting) it has 
never shown similar concern about com- 
munications that have been sent to 
various government agencies by groups 
such as Romulus Environmentalists 
Care About People (RECAP). 

I'mcertainthat our Councilmen don't 
really mean to imply that only citizens 
who agree with them have the right to 
an opinion, or to participate in govern- 
ment, so it's unfortunate when they take 
actions that make it seem that way. 

Like it or not, the permit application 
process provides for input from all citi- 
zens. And while we at The Romulus 
News may question the ethics and/or 
financial wisdom of opposing the EDS 
well projects, as well as the veracity of 
certain statements made by afew ofthe 
more vocal anti-well activists, we have 
never questioned anyone's right to dis- 
agree with us, or to express their dis- 
agreement to any government body at 
the local, county, state, or federal level. 

City Council has already made its 
position crystal clear to the State of 
Michigan. To send a communication 
containing such insultingly obvious in- 
formation about other citizens’ point of 
view smacks of paranoia — or worse. 

If nothing else, Resolution 97-043 
was a waste of the money that the City 
of Romulus will have to pay to have it 
published as part of its legal notices, not 
to mention the postage that willbe spent 
to send it to Lansing. O

Reader Draws Parallels 


Between Trains, Wells 
Letter to the Editor: 

When concerns regarding railroad 
whistles were raised at a recent Romu- 
lus City Council meeting, it brought to 
mind some interesting questions. 

When asked why no one has en- 
forced the railroad noise ordinance 
which was passed when ex-Council- 
man Ellis Pennington was still in office; 
the Council and the City Clerk seemed 
to imply that the City can do nothing 
because the Federal government's con- 
trol of this particular matter supersedes 
our ordinances. !n fact, it was further 
explained that the Federal government 
recently raised allowable train-noise 
levels because of the increased sound- 
proofing in today's automobiles. 

Being overruled by Federal laws on 
the railroad matter sounds really similar 
to the City's inability to use its ordi- 
nances to stop the I-94 communica- 
tions tower, the Airport noise problem, 
or Airport expansion — not to mention 
the still-unsettled issue of hazardous- 
waste disposal facilities. Each of these 
types of problems are managed and 
controlled by some group other thanthe 
City. Why? The answer is simple. 

When it comes to train whistles, the 
answer is fairly clear. The railroads and 
the Federal government have decided 
that it is more important to have loud 
whistles than to have more accidents 
and deaths. Some Romulus citizens 
want to reduce or eliminate whistles, 
and |can understand their concernover 
_noise levels; however, |amgladthatthe 
Federal government has looked at the 
bigger picture and done the right thing 
for our safety. 

The |-94 tower, Airport noise, and 
Airport expansion issues are similar, 
but different. The issue with regard to 
these situations is not safety, but re- 
gional planning decisions which the City 
of Romulus has little to say about be- 
cause it doesn't control the State De- 
partment of Transportation, the County, 
or the Federal Aviation Administration. 
We learned that we can't stop the State 
fromputting atoweron|-94. We learned 


that we can't make the County stop 
Airport noise, or stop it from putting a 
new runway afew hundredfeet fromthe 
intersection of Grant and Wayne Road 
(which, no doubt, will reduce the prop- 
erty value of many of homes in the 
downtown Romulus area). 

Why isn't the City doing anything 
about these problems? The answer is 
that they don't control the decisions 
being made by the County, the State, or 
the United States government. Don't 
get me wrong — I|'m sure that Mayor 
Oakley and the Council are doing all 
they can—butwe still ended up with the 
I-94 tower, and we'll still have a new 
runway right next to the Airport indus- 
trial park behind City Hall. 

Why doesn't the City sue the State, 
the County, or the Federal government 
over these matters? Probably because 
it knows that it would lose, and because 
it would cost /ofs of money. 

That brings us to the deepwell mat- 
ter. Inthis case, Someone must feel that 
either the City can win or else the Coun- 
cilis just afraid to back out of this lawsuit 
because of personal political concems. 
It is clear that the City does not control 
the decision of whether a well will be 
permitted. That decision is controlled 
by the State and the United States 
Environmental Protection Agency. 

So why is the City spending hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in court 
fighting EDS (Environmental Disposal 
Systems, Inc.) when the State will make 
the decision? Why is the City continuing 
this lawsuit when City attorneys recom- 
mended that the City settle the matter? 

On many occasions, | have seen 
citizens ask the Council, "What are our 
chances of winning this suit — and, if we 
do win, what do we win?" The Council 
never answers either of these ques- 
tions. How can the Council believe that 
there's a good chance of winning if its 
own lawyers wanted it to settle? The 
more interesting question is, "What 
would the City win?" As | see it, the City 
cannot win anything except the privi- 
lege of not having to pay damages. 
Some say that the City can win aperma- 
nent injunction to stop the Northline 
Road deepwell project, but the State's 
decision could overrule even an injunc- 
tion of this type, so we spend all this 
money and all we get is the risk of 
having to pay damages. 

The State can also issue a permit 
on EDS' second site, for which there is 
no existing lawsuit. 

The bottom line is: the State con- 
trols the deepwell issue, not the City. In 
a way, there is very little difference 


between the railroad whistles and the 
injection-well decision. The sooner that 
the Council realizes this, the sooner it 
will start looking out for the City's inter- 
ests instead of its own. 

lf | am wrong, and the Council feels 
that we really can win something, and 
that we can really control this issue, 
then | respectfully request the Council 
to publicly explain why my view is wrong.

ECA Member Responds 


to Council's Criticism 

Dear Editor: 

| would like to respond tothe Romu- 
lus City Council's recent criticism of 
efforts made by the Environmental Con- 
cerns Association (ECA) to negotiate 
an agreement with Environmental Dis- 
posal Systems, Inc. (EDS) in order to 
provide protections for residents living 
near the company's Citrin Drive site if 
and only if the State allows the pro- 
posed deepwell project to go ahead. 
(The ECA consists of a group of resi- 
dents living near the proposed project 
located off of Inkster Road.) 


This appears to be politics at its 
worst. When | asked the Council if it 
knew of anything wrong with the agree- 
ment, | got no response. Most Council 
members admitted that they had not 
read the agreement. 

One resident also offered two criti- 
cisms to which | will respond. The first 
was that ECA residents did not repre- 
sentthe community. This resident spoke 
as if the only "community" that could 
negotiate anything was the City of Romu- 
lus. We disagree, andwe told the Coun- 
cil that this agreement was not negoti- 
ated on behalf of the City, but only on 
behalf of residents living near the well 
site. Citizen negotiations ofthis type are 
recommended by the State, particularly 
in cases where municipal governments 
refuse to do so. Finally, concerning the 
resident's objection to a provision re- 
quiring the deepwell company to pro- 
vide an annual scholarship to a resident 
in the ECA group's area, we interpret 
this as jealousy, not intelligence. If the 
scholarship is the only part of the agree- 
mentthatis of concern, itsounds like we 
have.a pretty good agreement.

When cut, Rolled Orange Sponge 
Cake makes an attractive pinwheel 
design for elegant entertaining.

Sprinkle with the remain- 
ing 1 tablespoon confectioners sugar.

extended terms: "Granted, a two-year 


term is costly . . . [but] | guess the 
question | want to ask the voters of the 
City of Romulus . . . is, 'Do you feel, 


personally, that you would like to see 
your elected officials come to your door 
every two years, and ask for your vote 
and for your support, or would you like 
~ to wait and see them every four years?' 
.. . Personally, | feel that the elected 
Officials ... should be held accountable 
[to the citizens] every two years..." 

But although Councilman Crova 
also believes that much of the Charter 
needs to be reconsidered, he was 
staunch in his support of voters who 
wouldlike to addresstermlengths soon. 

"| agree with [Councilman Wads- 
worth] — there are a number of things 
that need to be reviewed in our charter 
and taken care of, but | think one of the 
strongest items that needs to be [ad- 
dressed] is stable government.” 

He continued: "| believe that a four- 
year term would give us stable govern- 
ment. It would give the administration 
the opportunity to hire people and put 
their programs into implementation, 
rather than taking. a brand-new admin- 
istration and taking them six months to 
get used to the job and six months to do 
the job and another year to campaign 


. for reelection. 


"We're not asking — nor was the 
petitioner asking — for a special elec- 
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tion; it was asked to be placed on the 
ballot [in anupcoming election]. There's 
no cost to the City of Romulus. All we're 
really doing is giving the people of Ro- 
mulus the opportunity to make the deci- 
sion — not the Council. This is no action 
to go ahead and make a four-year term; 
this is just the action to give the people 
of Romulus the opportunity to say 
whether they want it or they don't.” 

Councilwoman Mary Collins, who 
supported Prybyla and Crova, said she 
knew that the people had turned down 
four-yearterms as recently as 1988, but 
explained, "The times are a changin’, 
friends, and people are a changin’ with 
the times. . .. Most [people I've spoken 
to]... were in favor of putting this onthe 
ballot for the people to vote on. 

"| think it is long overdue," she con- 
tinued, "and | think . . . if itis put on the 
ballot and if it is voted on favorably by 
the people . . . [it will be] a major step 
forward for this community." 

When further discussion (mostly 
concerning whether the petitioners’ sig- 
natures had been "certified" by City 
Clerk Linda Choate) failed to resolve 
the issue, Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry stated, "In order to settle this, | 
move at this time that we table this until 
the Clerk can certify [the petition signa- 
tures] and bring them back [to us]."
